In the Gazotta of tho 2Gtu lust, ia a 


short piece "editorial" under this caption 
stating tho fact that "tho supreme court 
of Iowa has finally declared the prohibi- 
tory 
liquor law constitutional"—then 


saying that "prohibition in, Maine has 
never been veiy successful," tbat "at tho 
last election a measure framed by Neal 
Dow himself ot tho most thorough char- 
acter was adopted.by a large majority ot 
the people; the republicans voting for 
it, as a-rule, and the democrat? against 
n"—that, "when tho legislature met, it 
refused to enact any law to give practi- 
cal effect to the amendment," and now 
"the last ^condition of prohibition in 
Maine is worse than the first" for "when 
Such a question is dragged into politics* 
it is shorn of ih strength, aud goes down 
to defeat" and finally the question "will 
Iowa fare any better than Maine?" 


Now these statement impel a few 


thoughts from ons of your subscribers. 


First, These facts in Maine aro just 


tho reasons which have finally compelled 
Neal Dow to leavo the republican party, 
and go over to the prohibition party, to 
bo followed no doubt, by almost or quite 
tho entire 
rsmk 
and 
file 
of 
the 


prohibition republicans of tho 
state- 


Be says, -'With great, reluctance I have 
abandoned tho republican party. I have 
no longer any doubt that it has deliber- 
ately made an alliance offensive and de- 
fensive with tho beer and whisky iuterest 
of tho country. It ia impossible, on any 
other hypothesis to account for tho atti- 
tude ot the party in Maine, of offensive 
and insulting antagonism to prohibition, 
and active sympathy with tho low, vile' 
secret grog shops which mtest our largo 
towns." 


Tho "legiulaturo" which refused to pass 


any law to givo effect to the large major- 
ity vote of tho ptiople, was a republican 
legislature, and therefore, if for this roa 
son the last state of prohibition in MaiEO_ 
is worse than tho first, the responsibility 
must be at the door ot the republican 
party. 


Second, Tho republican party, ought 


to know, that this course pursued by them 
in any of the states, will thoroughly rid 
its ranks of tho many friendS'Of tsinper- 
ance, who voted with them in' good faith 
last fall, and will turn them over solidly 
tor a prohibition party in the future. 
Whether in Maine, Iowa, Ohio, Michigan, 
New York, or 'Wisconsin, if, 'after tho 
moral sentiment of tho people, by a large 
majority vote, has declared for prohibi- 
tion, republican legislatures will not give 
the legal enactments for making that 
decision effective, then it will only re- 
main to call into being a special • party, 
specially charged with this musiou. 
Legal prohibition 13 coming, and com- 
ing to stay, with its laws in such hands 
that they will not bo permitted to remain 
upon the statute book a mockery to the 
law-makiug power of tne stute. 


Third, The .'act is, a large part of the 


prohibitionists of the country have not 
sought or wished to have this question 
dragged into party politics, i. o. they 
have hoped it v.-ouUl come in tho shape 
of nou-partisaa politics, rusting wholly 
upon that "larse majority" composed 
partly ot both or nil, m^ro political par- 
ties, nud not supposing that auy party, 
least of all tho republican party, would 
refuse the needed iawa or, the strict en- 
forcement thereof, to this "large major- 
ity." 
So again wo say, if hereafter this 


question does tako the shape of a distinct 
party, based specially upon legal and
